For one family, PEM is where their children learn and grow

The first time Wendy Panchy and her 5-year-old son, Peter, attended a 
PEM Pals program, they were swept away by a member of the Boston 
Ballet reading Swan Lake. In fact, they were swept onto their feet 

to test their own ballet skills under beautiful flower boughs in the 
Atrium. “I was hooked that day,’ Panchy says. 


Panchy signed up for a family membership, which she says has more 

than paid for itself. She and Peter attend the museum at least once a 

week for the PEM Pals preschool program and the whole family visits 
once a month. Nine-year-old Ben especially liked Rare Bird of Fashion: 
The Irreverent Iris Apfel. 


PEM Pals is more than an early literacy program or a way to learn 
about and create art. It's about forming bonds. Peter is very attentive 
during the program, Panchy says, but he also enjoys playing with the 
other children in the Atrium before and after each session. PEM has 
become a learning tool, she says, that “grows with the children. It is 
exciting to have a place that the kids won't outgrow, and where their 
understanding of art will deepen and change with them.” 


During a PEM Pals program in the Asian Export Art: Japan Gallery, 
everyone — children and adults alike — listened closely to docent 
Deb Benvie read The Gingerbread Man. For Peter Panchy, who loves 
being read to, the time set aside for stories gives him the opportunity 
to engage in the museum experience at a level he can understand.

Afterward, children explored the gallery, became engaged with the 
artwork and asked questions about the objects. 


“Seeing many of the same families week after week learning about 
the museum, making friends and having fun is wonderful,’ says Lisa 
Incatasciato, family programs coordinator. “The pure enthusiasm that 
the children bring to the museum to learn and play is contagious!” 
Incatasciato says she’s grateful to work with local storytellers, 
teachers, dancers and staff who give PEM Pals depth and enable 
visitors to look at the collection from different perspectives. 


The Panchys enjoyed Polar Attractions and seeing works of art in the 
Asian export galleries. Origami Now was an especially big hit — the 
boys spent a lot of time at the exhibition and at home constructing 
their own origami creations. “We've always encouraged art in 
appreciation and practice,’ Panchy says. Ben and Peter especially like 
making art inspired by what they learn at the museum. “The crafts at 
the end of the meeting make PEM Pals something we won't miss.” As 
for his favorite times at the museum, Peter says, “There are so many 
good ones. | can’t choose!”

The ART of the 


IMPERIAL COMMISSION

The Qianlong emperor wrote philosophical poems in elegant 
calligraphy. He painted orchids that required his focused 
attention. A serious connoisseur and patron of Chinese art 
and antiquities, he was fully involved in the works created in 
the imperial studios. 


The emperor reportedly made frequent visits to painters in 

the palace atelier, the Hall of Fulfilled Wishes (Ruyiguan). 

He might direct a motif or theme, perhaps suggesting a painting 
of rice cultivation, or asking that one of his poems be inscribed 
on a decorative stone. Chinese artists working in these ateliers 
during the 1700s grew accustomed to the emperor’s dictates 

and occasional changes of mind. 


“The Qianlong emperor had closer relationships with his 
artists and the Jesuit missionaries who trained them, and 
commissioned more objects, than most emperors,” says Nancy 
Berliner, the exhibition curator and curator of Chinese art at 
PEM. “He wanted to see European techniques integrated into 
Chinese aesthetics. He also pushed his artists and artisans to 
do innovative work.” 


Giuseppe Castiglione, an Italian missionary with whom the 
emperor had a close relationship, died in 1766, before work 
began on the Qianlong Garden. Castiglione’s skills 
in trompe loeil (fool-the-eye) painting 
and his ability to convey perspective and 
volume, however, were not lost with his 
death. The emperor directed one of 
Castiglione’s Chinese disciples — Yao 
Wenhan, already an artist in the imperial 
court — to paint a grand interior scene 
in perspective style, of women and 
children celebrating the New Year.

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The mural, on view in The Emperor’ Private Paradise: Treasures 
from the Forbidden City, reveals painting techniques and an 
understanding of mathematical perspective rarely seen in 
Chinese traditional paintings. Images recede in space and the 
effects of light enhance the sense of volume: a woman looks at 
her reflection in the sheen of a painted lacquer panel. The mural 
also includes a rare example of including smaller paintings 
within the painting, each meant to look as if it is inset into the 
room partition panels. Yao Wenhan invited others in the atelier 
to contribute their work on these smaller paintings, which were 
then signed and marked with a personal seal. 


The Qianlong emperor greatly enjoyed visual tricks, and he also 
commissioned several portraits of himself seated on a couch-bed 
with a smaller painting hanging in the background. The portrait 
behind him would also be a self-portrait. “He playfully titled one 
of the paintings One or Two?” Berliner says. “The emperor was 
fascinated by mirrors and reflections, and also by philosophical 
questions of dualities and illusions and reality.” Many visual tricks 
and European mirrors appear in the art and architecture of the 
Qianlong Garden and in the exhibition.

“From the art he surrounded himself with, you get a sense of 
Qianlong as an intensely engaged and creative person who always 
had ideas to experiment with this and that,” Berliner says. The 
ideas would come from the emperor’s travels where he would see 
architecture, gardens and paintings using ancient as well as new 
artistic techniques. He came upon bamboo thread marquetry in 
the south, as well as embroidery that appears identical on both 
sides of a fabric. The emperor also adopted techniques from Tibet 
and integrated them into artworks he commissioned that reflected 
his devout Buddhist beliefs and practices. 


“The range of art the emperor chose shows that he yearned to reflect 
the Chinese aesthetics of scholars and their sentiments, but he also 
liked to be flamboyant and innovative, characteristics that are not 
always scholar-like,” Berliner says. A throne in the final exhibition 
gallery, for example, has lacquer, inlaid stone, jade, mother-of-pearl 
and the bamboo thread marquetry he admired. “There’s skill piled 
on top of artisanry piled on top of technique. Nothing about this 
throne is restrained,” Berliner says. “The exuberance the emperor 
had for diverse ideas, techniques and emotional expressions that 
are apparent in the many masterpieces in this exhibition fully 
reflect the enthusiasm of this multifaceted emperor.”
